Vancouver (Nahaimo) Coal Compahi — 
Messrs J H Turner & Co., of this oily, learn 
from their London correspondent that this 
company have declared a dividend of 23 per 
cent for the last six months. Shares have 
gone up fifty per cent., hesides oreating a 
moBt favorable impression of our material 
resources, £0 Bharos are- now selling in Lon- 
don ui £9. VVe anticipated this last summer, 
for the obango from supposed bankruptcy lo 
a nourishing prosperity, which pays a large 
dividend, must necessarily have an immense 
influence on capitalists in England. With 
proper . management, and under capablo 
superintendents, we have always contended, 
in spile of our past failures, few countries 
present better opportunities- for safe miniug 
investments thau British Columbia. Divi- 
dends paid by even ono company will do 
more to establish this fact than all we could 
write in a year.

grndad wretch, who can claim no comm.sera- 
lion from bis follow beings, but in this caso, 
,o persistent wife-whipping was added a 
long list of aggravated wrongs, which, for the 
eako of humanity, it is better porhaps to pass 
over in silence. Gorridge was bound over 
to keep the peace-bimself in $1000, and 
two sureties in S500 each, and in default, to 
be imprisoned six months. The bonds have 
not yet been given, and the wife-wbipper 
remains in jail. , 

New Stike at Cariboo.— A private lotier 
received by a fiautleman in this city gives 
information of $30 to tbe pan being obtained 
in the Disoovary cUiui on Hardeorabble 
Creek. This creek lies a few miles below 
Barkerville, in tho :augo opposite Mosquito 
creek, on the' East side of Willow River. 
The district may be said to be entirely un- 
known, bevond that gold con be found in 
every blind creek iu it. No doubt the 
euccess which has followed the opening ol 
Mosquito creek, and the prospect now ob- 
tained on Hardscrabble oreok, will lead 
eventually to tho occupation of districts 
hitherto unnoticed, but which nevertheless 
must play an important part in the future of 
tbe Colony - 

Cariboo ""Items. - A number of robberies 
have occurred near Barkerville of late. Ooe 
domp-box, on Mosquito Creek, was emptied 
of its contents, and the Sentinel calls atten- 
tion to the frequency of such aota...iW 
BenDctt and G Spruce lost their cabin on 
Stout Gulch by fire, together with provisions 
and tools. R Lipsctt's saloon, at Barkerville, 
took Cro from the stovepipe near tbe roof 
about tbe same date, and the town barely 
escaped another awful conflagration... .The 
weather on William Creek turned cold on 
the 6th, and sleighing has commenced. 

The Active, Capt ~Floyd, went out at 
daylight yestorday morning \ for Columbia 
river. She carried 41 passengers and a few 
tons of freight. Capt Floyd will resign tbe 
command of his ship at Astoria to her new 
commander and will prooeed on to San 
Francisco, where he will enter upon his now 
Bphere of duty in the Sandwich Islands' 
' trade. The Active will reach Portland to- 
morrow evening and is advertised to sail 
again for this port on Tuesday or Wednes- 
day. 

From the Mainland, — The Enterprise 
arrived on Saturday nigbt from New West- 
minster, with about fifty passengers and a 
mail from the ;interior. Among the pas- 
sengers was tho Hon Mr Carrall, the new 
momber lor Caribuo. Iri addiiLn to hi 
newly obtained political honors, the doctor is 
the lucky owner of two shores in the rich 
Minnehaha claim, fiom which he has the 
prospect of being a wealthy man. 

New Zealand.— By mail from Australia 
we have the details that disturbances have 
taken place in New Zealand. A largo num- 
ber of Maoris confined at Chatham Island 
breaking out of their prison reaohod the 
mainland, massacred a captain and ten men 
forming the guard and escaped to tho interior, 
whero, being joined by other tribes, they 
bavo commoncol a frosh rebellion against 
tho authority of England. 

The S D Baii.et. — ft is reported that let- 
ters bavo been received from Now Zealand 
stating that tho missing schooner S D Bailoy 
arrived at a New Zealand port, whero tbe 
captain sold vessel and cargo and cleared for 
unknown parts. The S D Hailoy sailed from 
San Francisco for Victoria in July lift with 
a cargo of general merchandize, valued at 
825,000. As she was supposed to be lost, 
the insuranco was paid by tho underwriters. 

Arrival from San Francisco — The 
American bark Uem ol tho Ocean, Captain 
Mitchell, ariived yesterday from Sao Fran- 
cisco, having made the run in cino days. 
The bark will load with lumber at Stamp's 
mills for San Francisco, She wob only 
four days to tho Cape, and on her last trip 
down made the run in six days, ono of luo 
shortest recorded.

The local Junta of Seviilo, at the request 
of the United Statos Consul, have granted 
pormisaiou to tbo foreign residents to build a 
Protestant Church within tho walls of the 
city. 

Mr Gladstone made a speech at Liverpool 
on Oat. 10th. He spoke earnestly of the 
need of reform, and quoted und dwelt on the 
words of D'Arcey McGi'e, a Conservative, ou 
tbo cause of Irish discontent as a ' voice ol 
the dead from over the ocean.' 

Tho Popo, having lately been making war 
on the Freo Masons, tho latter have taken n 
cruel revenge; They publiBh the minutes of 
a Lodge in Sicily, containing the initiation 
of F. Jean Mastai Ferratti, better known at 
present aa Pius IX. Ibis document is ac- 
companied by a photograph, representing the 
euocessor of the Apostles robed in Masonic 
insignia: 

Tbe Danish Risgard, on Ost. 15th, iu re- 
ply to tbo King's opening speech, regrets tho 
failure of tbe negotiations with Prussia in

It was reported in London, on Oot. 10th.

The Joint Committee of tho Anglo- Amer- 
ican and Atlantic Telegraph Companies baa 
decided to abolish, Irom and alter Nov 1st, 
18G8, the system ot oounting letters in es- 
timating tariffs, and to count only by words. 

It is announced by an English medical 
journal of authority that Queen Victoria's 
health is not sufficiently good to permit her 
continued residence in London. 

Mr Ohisholm Anstey decided, in one of 
the London Revising Courts, that women ore 
entitled to vote under the new Reform Aut, 
on tho ground that tho term 'man' in the 
Act cf Parliament referred to both sexes 
unices the contrary was stated. An appeal 
was taken to this "decision, which it would 
appear, can be supported by plaunable ar- 
guments. It may bo instanoed as proving 
tbo uncertainty of the Registration Law that 
Mr Foster, another revising barrister, re- 
cently condemned a Quakeress to costs for 
claiming tbe franchise.— [By telegraph we 
know that tbo right claimod has been do- 
nied by a lull bench. J 

An official telegram received from Loravig 
on the western coast of Jutland, reoioved in 
Copenhagen September 26, states that the 
Grand Duke Alexis had beon saved from the 
tbe wreck of tbo frigate Alexander 
Newski, and had landed at Lomvig in 
good health, Great exertionswere being 
made to savo those of tbo crew who were still 
on board. 

L'Armee Uluktree of Paris, in its edition of 
September 24, gives a portrait of Mr Anson 
Uurlingame, with extracts freni eoveral Eog- 
lishjpapers, and adds the following paragraph: 
However the caso may be, it is cortaio the 
Chiueee Embassy will bo excellently rccpiv- 
ed in Frauoo, not only by tho people gener- 
ally, but also in official circles, which fact 
will tend to iullueiico tbe tenor of tbo treaty 
that Mr Burlingamo intends proposing to the 
Imperial government. 

The General Correspondence of Vienna 
says: Tho Russian L'tnbaBsy has jusi re- 
quested the Lieutenancy of this city, through 
tbo Minister of Foreign Affairs, to inform tbe 
public that persons who bavo no positive 
occupations', or who are not provided with 
suitable means of subsistence, should abstain 
from omi^rating to Russia, us a largo num- 
ber of Austrian Bubjeois are wandering 
about the Mueoovite empire in a stito ot 
misery and mondiciiy. Such individuals 
would naturally be reconducted to tbo 
frontiers. 

The Paris journals publish tho following 



violation of the treaty of Paris. In face of 
all arguments this precedent may give rise to 
other oases of the eamo kind. 

The offioial journal of Rome of September 
30th publishes an Apostolic letter of tto Pope 
to all Protestant anil other nou-Catbolio re- 
ligions bodies, wherein hia Holinesa aa- 
nonnceB that in bis quality of Universal pas- 
tor he has envoked a General Council, and 
his Holiness praya earnestly at this time for 
their union with the Roman Catholio Cburoln 
Tbe Pope oonoludod by exhorting them to 
profit by tho ooeasion and by his prayers. 

The London Times ot (he 3rd inst, speak* 
ing of the Papal invitation to Protestants, 
says :— But the Pope will pray for ns, and 
even tho most extreme Protestants will feel 
no reluctanoe in preying for the Pope, es- 
pecially in hia present distresses. Tbe Scotch 
are said to pray for the 'puir de'il,' ood do- 
body thinks the Pope as bad as that. We 
oan, however, as we come to think about it, 
return hia invitation in precisely the same 
kind. He asks us to abandon oar ways ; 
suppose we ask bim to abandon his? We 
invite him on our part not to hold the GCcu>< 
menical Council, not to anathematize all tbo 
reel of the world, not to sol himself against 
iho whole course of modern progress, fn a 
word we invite him to baoome a good Pro- 
testant, to learn decent language, and first 
and foremost to set hia own house iu eider. 

Tho London Times of the 13< b of October, 
reviewing the condition of affairs ia Mexico 
and tbo prospects of the republio, says : ' If 
the rule of Juaroz really expresses a strong 
ond popular government, conducted on sound 
doctrines of finance and truo principles of 
liberty, wo Bhall Boon hear news of Mexioo. 
Such lights cannot remain hidden. It may 
be acknowledged that legislation whiob dates 
from the end of May cannot bo oxpectod to 
be in full bearing at tho beginning of Oc« 
tober. We are quite ready to allow the 
republic and its Congress a few months more, 
but we oannot forget that we have been 
usked for this very indulgence fifty timeB 
over, It was uniformly maintained that 
Moxico was at the point of regeneration 
whun something or other occurred to demolish 
tbo prospect. This time, porhapa, the re- 
sult may be more fortunate. At any rate, a 
full exchequer, a wise Minister of Finanoe, 
and a community paying taxes with cheer 1 
fullness and ease, ought soot; to raoke them- 
selves fell at very sensitivo points of foreign 
powora.
